‘The 
bad blood betwen the parties which Jed to the 
killing of this unfortunata woman seemed to 
have origin¢ted through o small hoy, about 
three years old, the ton of a concubine, or 
secondary wife, of an earth coolie, Deceased 
was (he wotbor of the concubine and prisoner 
was tho first wifo of ‘tho oarth coolie. ‘The 
quarrel which unfortuuntely lod to" tho death of 
this woman seomed to hava originated through 
prisoner being jestona-of the couenbine. Pri. 
soner bad no small boy of her own and wus 
jealona of the conaubine in sonseqneace. “How- 
ever, for some time after this boy was born 
things semed 40 have gone on smoothly in tho 
family, for they found that for a period of about 
two yours, terminating about the third of Juno 
of this year, tho husband and the piisoner and 
the concubine and her mather, und also the 
husband's mether were all living in a house at 
No. 3, 'Phird Street. But about the third of 
June, this year, this knrmony seumed to have 
come toan ‘end. Prisouor seemed to huvo bad 
some qnarrel with the cousubine over this little 
Loy. the result of that quarrel baing that the 
Lnsband svt the coneubine and- bor mother “up 
in 9 separate establishmunt in Kwoug Fung 
Laue, he and prisonor and his mother remaining 
Sat 3 Third Street. After tho split up tho 
hrashnnd’s mother soemed to have been in the 
habit of fetehing tho bay from. Kwong Pung 
Luue sud taking him to‘Lhird Street, retnroing

and struck deceased kevoral blows with it, 

ceased subseqnently foll down stairs and lay 
stuuned at the bottom, The concubine at once 
rushed out of the house aud went for the polico, 
‘Lhe injured woman was romored to the hoxpital,, 
swhore she subsequontly diod. With regard to
